In sending forth this new Sunday School Hymnal, bearing as its 
title the word heard on the lips of children singing Hosanna to the 
Lord in the Temple, it is with the earnest hope that all who come to 
use it in Sunday School and Home may sing its songs in gladness of 
faith and sincerity of love. 

Since 1868 when "The Welcome" appeared as the first real song 
book for use in New-Church Sunday Schools in America, it has been 
supplemented by three other books, — The Hosanna, The New Ho- 
sanna and the Sunday School Magnificat. With the passing out of 
print of these books, it has seemed wisest not to reprint any of them, 
but to combine in one new, enlarged edition all the material in all the 
books which the joint experience of our schools in the last half century 
has proved most useful. 

An exhaustive canvass of our Sunday Schools indicated not only 
that certain songs in our own books have passed out of use, but that 
a permanent place has been won by many songs from other sources, 
which express the ready and intimate affection of youth and childhood 
for the Lord Jesus in Person. A large number of these are included. 

A carefully revised selection of chants is offered, to encourage our 
children in the delightful practice of singing, as well as learning by 
heart these songs of praise from the Word. In addition, there is 
valuable material, both new and old, for the assistance of Superin- 
tendents and Teachers and for use in our homes.

Anna M. Hathaway for the frontispiece and other drawings, to Mrs. 
R. B. Carter, who unofficially shared all the labors of the Committee,

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SONGS FROM THE WORD 

We often forget that the Psalms are songs. The following sugges- 
tions with a little study will greatly help our children and their leaders 
in the useful and delightful practice of singing these songis of praise. 

1. The Recitation forms the first part of the Chant up to the ac- 
cented syllable. The accent on that syllable does not mean that it 
should be sung with an explosive emphasis, but simply that the strict 
time of the chant begins there. '* Good chanting should just be good 
declamation joined to a good musical intonation.*' 

2. A helpful method of practice is to have the school read or recite 
the words aloud in time with the music while the piano plays the 
chant. To do this before undertaking to sing the chant begets both 
accuracy and naturalness. 

3. When the marked syllable stands alone before the first pomt 
which indicates the bar line, its value is that of a whole measure.

5. Thou shalt not kill. 

6. Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

7. Thou shalt not steal. 

8. Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbor. 

9. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's house. 

10. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor's wife, nor his man-servant, 
nor his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing that is 
thy neighbor's.
